AMENDMENT VOTE DELAYED 





Lodge Succeeds in Having/Johnson 
Proposal Put Over—-Sherman 
and. McKellar Speak.

WASHINGTON, Sept: 16.—After an 
angry clash in the Senate today between 
‘Sonator Lodge, leading the opposition in 
the League of Nations fight, and Sena- 
ter Hitehcock, the. .acting .Democratic 
leadér, the Administration forces suc- 
Geeded nan effort to. enforce the read- 
ing of the Versailles treaty. 
- The Republicans; led by Senator Loge, 
“had planned to hold off. the reading of 
the treaty until Senator Borah and 
others:

> to the Capitol. Their support was need- 
. ed for the Johnson amendment to equal- 
-ize the votes of the United: States and 
. Great Britain: in the League Assembly, 
‘ which without them would have to be 
etd over; 

’ After an acrimonious debate the Re-

came-up. He demanded to know when 
Mr. Lodge’ would thove the amendment, 
if the unanimous consent were granted. 

To this Mr. Lodge abruptly replied 
that he would make no promises, It 
could be called up at any time, he said, 

by. a majority vote of the Senate, but 
he would give no indication of when any 
such effort might be undertaken. 
Lodge Hints at Filibuster. 

Senator Lodge, evidently angered over 
Mr. Hitcheock’s insistence on knowing 
what program he intended to follow in 
handling the treaty, declared that if the 
Administration -forees did not give 
unanimous: consent to putting over the 
Johnson amendment,’ measures would 
be pursued to block any effort to en- 
force its immediate consideration. Al- 
though Mr. Lodge did not say so, this 
was taken asa threat of filibustering. 

Senator Hitchcock, finally satisfied 
that the Johnson amendment would go 
over only temporarily, did not interpose 
objection, and e@ amendment was 
P for the time. 

The clash between thé opposing forces 
came after an afternoon of debate, dur- 
ing which Senator Lodge, replying to 
the criticism of him by President Wil- 
son that. the Massachusetts Senator was 
inconsistent in his attitude on the 
Le&gue of ‘Nations, declared that the 
President himself had been inconsistent 
in-his attitude on .the obligation of the’ 
United States during ‘the war, before it 
entered the war, and, now that the war 
was over, in promulgating the League. 

Barlier in the debate, Senator Sher- 
man of Illinois in a bristling. speech, 

denounced the League of Nations, and 
assailed President Wilson: as having de- 
serted the principles of Americanism in 
urging it. He also attacked Senator 
Hitehcock, going into the Nebraskan’s 
attitude’ before America entered the 
war, saying that Mr. Hitchcock had en- 
déavored to embarrass the Allies by 
urging his bill to prevent the shipping 
ef munitions. 

. Senator McKellar of Tennessee, for the 
Democratic forces, urged the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty without amendment 
or reservation, declaring that it offered 
the only tangible solution of world peace, 
For the. United: States to remain out of 
the League, he said, meant that it would
